ADVALOREM DUTY. 


On all goods not enumerated in the First Schedule to this Law as subject to any other rates of 
duty, not declared free of duty under the Second Schedule, not enumerated in the Fourth Schedule 
and not being goods the importation of which is by any act prohibited shall be subject to a duty of 
15% Preferential and 20% General Rate. 

The Preferential Rate applies to the following parts of the British Empire:—to the United 
Kingdom, to the Dominion of Canada, the Dominion of New Zealand, to the Colonies of Cyprus, Fiji, 
Newfoundland, Irish Free State, Bahamas, Barbados, British Guiana, British Honduras, Trinidad, 
Leeward Islands, Grenada, St. Lucia and St. Vincent, and to the Dependencies of the Turks and 
Caicos Islands and the Cayman Islands, provided that the goods are the growth, produce or 
manufacture of the above-named places. A special preference of 1094 on Cotton Piece-Goods was 
given to the following parts of the British Empire:— 

Empire of India, Dominion of Canada, Newfoundland, Dominion of New Zealand, Commonwealth 
of Australia, Union of South Africa, British Possessions and Protectorates in Africa, Fiji, Malta, 
Gibraltar, Cyprus, Hong Kong, Ceylon, Straits Settlements, Mauritius, Falkland Islands, Seychelles, 
St. Helena, British Honduras, Bermuda, Bahamas, British Guiana, British West Indies. 


THE THIRD SCHEDULE. 
SECTION 4. 


4. Anything in the next preceding two sections to the contrary notwithstanding the articles 
enumerated in the Third Schedule to this Law when imported into the Island for temporary use 
either by an owner or by an exhibitor but not for sale, provided that the articles enumerated in 
items 2 and 3 had been in use abroad, shall be admitted on the security of a deposit of thirty per 
centum of the duties leviable on similar articles if imported for Island use, such deposit to be refunded 
on the exportation of the articles by the owner or exhibitor within two months of importation. 
Should the articles not be exported within two months of importation the Collector shall withhold a 
sum equal to five per centum of the duty payable at time of importation for each month or part of a 
month during which such articles are kept in the Island beyond the specified period of two months up 
to the limit of eight months. Butif not exported within eight months of the date of importation. 
the articles shall be deemed to have been finally imported for Island use and shall be entered and the 
duty thereon paid in the manner prescribed by Sections 48 and 49 of Law 18 of 1877, or by any Law 
passed in amendment thereof or substitution therefor, allowance being made for any deductions 
already taken and brought to account from the amount deposited. 

Articles deemed to have been finally imported for Island use, if not entered and duty paid as 
a,oresaid, shall, if sold or kept in the Island beyond eight months, be liable to be seized as 
‘“uncustomed” goods under the provisions of Section 156 of Law 18 of 1877 or under any Law passed 
in amendment thercof or substitution therefor or the person appearing as the importer may be 
proceeded against under Section 34 of Law 24 of 1885, or under any Law passed in amendment thereof 
or substitution therefor. 


THE FOURTH SCHEDULE. 
Section 5. (Law 2 or 1922.) 

5. The articles enumerated in th2 Fourth Schedule to this Law shall pay duty at the rate of five 
per centum advalorem: Provided that if they are the growth, produce or manufacture of the United 
Kingdom or of the Dominion of Canada or of any other part of the British Empire to which any 
preferential tariff in force in the Colony for the time being has hereafter been made to apply by action 
taken under Section 26 of this Law, such articles shall be admitted into the Island free of duty.

LIST OF GOODS PROHIBITED TO BE IMPORTED, EITHER GENERALLY OR WITHOUT 
LICENSE OF THE GOVERNOR. 


1. Buse or Counterfeit Coin and; 

2. All indecent or obscene prints, paintings, books, cards, lithographic or other engravings, or any 
other indecent or obscene articles are absolutely prohibited to be imported. 

3. Nitro-glycerine or gloncnie Oil or any substance having nitro-glycerine or glononic Oilin any form 
as one of its component parts or ingredients, unless thereunto authorised by the gencral or special 
license of the Governor and in special accordance with all the conditions in such license mentioned or 
referred to and subject to all such general regulations relating to the importation of nitro-glycerine 
as shall for the time being be in force 

4, The importation of Cattle and Animals, as defined in Law 24 of 1890 and Law 1 of 1898, is prohibited 
from Central America, South America, the Leeward Islands, South Africa and Australia. 

1. The Port of Kingston shall be and the same is hereby declared the only Port in this Island at 
which F oreign Animals and Cattle may be landed. 

2. No person shall land or cause or permit to be landed at any Port or place in this Island any Cattle 
(other than horses, mules, asses and other solipeds) sheep, goats, other ruminants and swine, or the carcase 
or any portion thereof of any animal, or the fodder, litter or dung, or anything used or in connection with 
any animal, or any carcase, imported or brought directly or indirectly, from any Port or part of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland; and the landing of any such cattle, sheep, goats, other 
ruminants and swine as aforesaid, or the carcase or portion thereof of any animal as aforesaid, or the 
fodder, litter, dung or anything used or in connection with any animal as aforesaid, shall be and the same 
is hereby prohibited. 

3. No person shall land or cause or permit to be landed at any Port or place in this Island any horse, 
mule, ass and other solipeds imported, directly or indirectly, from any Port or part of the United King- 
dom of Gicat Britain and Ireland except subject to and upon compliance with the following conditions :— 

(i) That each consignment of horses, mules, asses and other solipeds be accompanied by :— 
(a) A Certificate from the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries stating that so far as it 
has been possible to ascertain, the following diseases, namely: Dourine, Glanders, 
Farey, Epizootic, Lymphangitis, Ulcerative Lymphangitis, Mange, Infectious Anemia, 
Surra, Contagious Pleuro-pneumonia, Cattle Plague, Foot and Mouth Disease, Sheep 
Pox, Sheep Seab, Anthrax, or cther Contagious Disease known to attack Cattle or 
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other Animals, have not existed on the Estate, Farm or the immediate locality where. 
such horses, mules, asses or other solipeds have been kept or quartered, for at least 
60 days immediately preceding their embarkation. 

(b) The Certificate of a Veterinary Surgeon or Officer authorised or approved by the: 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries to issue Certificates of Health of animals intended 
for exportation to a Foreign Country, stating that each animal of the consignment 
has within 14 days prior to the date of embarkation, or as near thereto as possible, 
been subjected to a mallein test (thermal, opthalmic, or intro-palpebral) for the 
detection of Glanders or Farcy with negative results (reaction), and further that each 
such animal is free from infectious and communicable disease, and has not for at least 
21 days immediately preceding the day of embarkation been exposed by association 
or other means to any infection which is communicable to horses, mules, asses or other 
solipeds. 

(ii) (a) Upon arrival at the Port of Entry in this Island the Consignee or his Agent shall present 
to the Inspector appointed under the Law the respective Certificates hereinbefore 
mentioned, andshall submit the animals consigned to him for examination before landing, 
subject to such conditions and in such manner as such Inspector may orderor direct. 

(b) No animal of any description forming part of any Consignment on the same Vesse] 
or Ship shall be removed from such Vessel or Ship or be landed at the Port of Entry 
without the written permission of the Inspector under the Law first had and obtained, 
and subject to and in accordance with such condition as he may prescribe in and by 
such Permit or otherwise. 

(c) No carcase, or portion thereof, of any horse, mule, ass or other soliped, and no fodder 
litter, dung, or other excrement of any such animal shall be landed at any place in this 
Island; and the landing of such carcase, fodder, litter, dung or other excrement respec- 
tively shall be and the same are hereby prohibited. Provided nevertheless that such 
things as crates, boxes, halters, ropes, chains, grooming utensils, blankets, as also 
grain, meal and other cereals commonly used as food for animals may be permitted to 
be landed if and after the same shall have been disinfeeted or treated in such manner 
as the Inspector under the Law may order and direct and in strict accordance with the - 
instructions of such Inspector. 

(d) All soiled and broken litter, as well as the dung or other excrement of animals on the 
vessel or Ship at the time of arrival at the Port of Entry shall be placed in a receptacle 
approved by the Inspector under the Law, and shall be disinfected or treated in such 
manner as he may approve or direct, and shall thereafter be dumped into the sea 
beyond a limit of 3 miles from the shore. 

(iii) (a) After any horse, mule, ass or other soliped shall be landed in conformity with the Law 

and any Regulations or Order thereunder, and in accordance with the provisions of this 
Order, such animal shall, upon being landed, be removed by such means in such manner 
and subject to such conditions as the Inspector under the Law may order or direct, toa 
stable, shed, enclosure, place or premises approved by such Inspector, for the purpose of 
quarantine, and shall there be kept in quarantine and isolated from all other animals fora 
period of not less than 14 days, exclusive of the day of landing, or for such longer period 
as such Inspector recommend, and the Governor may from time to time order or direct. 

(b) Notwithstanding the pericd of quarantine limited by the immediately preceding 
sub-clause, no horse, mule, ass or other soliped so quarantined as aforesaid shall, 
be removed from the stable, shed, enclosure, place or premises used for quarantine, 
isolation and detention as aforesaid, without the written permission of the Inspector 
under the Law first had and obtaincd and subject to such conditions as may be set 
forth in such Permit. The release from quarantine of any horse, mule, ass or other 
soliped shall be subject to and be dependent upon the result of re-inspection of any 
such animal, and of any diagnostic examinations or tests which such Inspector may 

_ deem necessary to employ for the detection of disease. 

(iv.) Ifitshall appear tothe Inspector under the Law that any horse, mule, ass or other soliped, 
while in quarantine, is diseased, he may in his discretion cause such animal forthwith to be 
slaughtered or otherwise destroyed; and such Inspector shall keep in quarantine for at least 
14 days from the discovery of disease, or for such longer period as the Governor may from 
time to time determime, any animal which has been in the same enclosure, shed, stable, place’ 
or premises with such discased animal. If on the recommendation of such Inspector it be 
deemed expedient by the Governor, or if the disease aforesaid is of such a nature as to be 
dangerous to the health of the live stock of the Island, the Inspector, with the written approval 
of the Governor, shall cause any or all of the animals and their associates or contacts in the 
same enclosure, shed, stable, place or premises, as such diseased animal, to be slaughtered 
or otherwise destroyed. 

4. Notwithstanding anything hercinbefore contained, the Regulations and provisions of sub-clause 
(ini) of Clause 3 of this Order with regard to the quarantining of horses, mules, asses and other solipeds 
permitted to be landed in this Island, shall not apply to any horse, mule, ass or other soliped imported 
or brought directly from the United Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland as to which the Importer or 
Consignee, or the Agent of such Importer or Consignce, shall declare in writing that such animal is, and 
the Inspector shall believe to be, imported only for Circus, Show, or hke exhibition purposes (but not 
Including Racing purposes); and provided that such animal shall, after examination and inspection by 
the Inspector under the Law be found to be free of disease, and the Importer or Consignee, or the Agent 
of the Importer or Consignee shall have furnished the several Certificates required by sub-clause (i) 
of Clause 3 of this Order and fully complied with the Orders, directions and instructions of the Inspector 
under the Law as required by sub-clause (i1) of Clause 3 of thig Order. 
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The importation is prohibited of any bird, reptile, amphibian, lower mammal or insect (under 
Law 23 of 1920) without the written permission of the Governor or some person authorised by the 
Governor. The following list of animals are exempt from the operation of the importation of 
Animals Law 1920 (Section 6): 


Domestic poultry (including fowls, ducks, geese, swans, turkeys, guinea fowls, pheasants, 
pigeons.) 


Cage birds, live turtle, live fish, rabbits, guinea pigs, cats, :wonkeys, bees. 


5. The importation of dogs 1s prohibited from all countries except the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland under the following conditions: 


No person shall land, or cause or permit to be landed, at any port or place in this Island, any 
dog imported or brought directly or indirectly from any port or part of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, except subject to and upon compliance with the following provisions :— 


(i) Any dog of a domesticated breed born and reared in the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, or there released from quarantine imposed by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries in respect of the disease known as Rabies, may be imported and landed at the port 
of entry in this Island, subject to the following conditions:— 


(a) Each consignment shall be accompanied by a Certificate from the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries stating that there has been no Rabies among unquarantined dogs 
or other animals during the 12 months immediately preceding the embarcation of 
anv dog from the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland for any place in this 
Island. 


(b) Each consignment shall also be accompanied by the Certificate of a Veterinary Sur- 
gcon or Officer authorised or approved by the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
to issue Certificates of Health of animals for Foreign Export, stating that every dog 
to be shipped to this Island in the consignment is free from infectious or communicable 
disease, and has not been exposed for at least 21 days immediately preceding embarca- 
tion, bv association or other means to any Infection to which dogs or other domes ti- 
cated animals are liable. 


(ii) Each consignment of dogs shall be shipped directly from the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and shall not associate or be in contact during the voyage, with any dog from 
any country other than the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or with any dog 
which has been released from quarantine as aforesaid imposed in respect of the disease known 
as Rabics. 


(ii) On arrival at the port of entry in this Island every dog on the Vessel or Ship, whether con- 
signed to this Island or not, shall be examined on board the vessel or ship by the Inspector 
appointed under the Law, and, if declared free of infectious or communicable disease, may, 
after permission in writing for such landing has been obtained from such Inspector, be landed 
at such port of entry. 


6. No swine imported from the United States of North America or from any part of the Dominion 
of Canada which are unaccompanied by a clean Bill of Health shall be admitted into this island and 
swine which are accompanied by a clean Bill of Health shall be subject to the conditions laid down 
by the Cattle Quarantine Law, 1890 and of any Laws amending the same and regulations framed 
thereunder. 


7. Bees—No person shallimport into this Island any Queen Bees without making application in writing 
to the Director of Agriculture for permission so to do and observing the terms and conditions by 
the Regulations imposed.

8. Bees, Honcy or Bee-keeper’s Stock, prohibited to be brought within the limits of this Island by 
Section 3 of Law 20 of 1920, save with the permission in writing of the Director of Agriculture.

DRAWBACKS, 

Section two of the Tariff Law Amendment Law, 1923, Law 23 of 1923 (which substitutes a new 
section for section sixteen of the Principal Law) is hereby repealed and the following section is 
substituted for section sixteen of the Principal Law:— 

“16. If any goods, wares and merchandise upon which any duty shall have been paid under this Law, 
are duly exported within two years of their first importation there shall be a drawback in respect 
of such goods of an amount equalto the preferential duty mentioned in the column headed 
‘Preferential Tariff’ of the first Schedule to this Law: provided that where any duty has been 
paid on goods exported as ships’ stores or on any of the articles enumerated in the Fourth Sche- 
dule to this Law there shall be a drawback equal to the amount of duty paid if the article is 
exported within two years of its importation; provided further that such goods are exported in the 
original, whole and unbroken packages in which the same were imported, :ind that no drawback of 
dutv shall be allowed unless the amount of drawback on any one transaction is not Jess than four 
shillings.” 

3. Goods, wares and merchandise upon which any duty under Law 2 of 1922 shall have been paid, 

on its being proved to the satisfaction of the proper Officer of Customs that a mistake has been 

made and that such goods are not the goods ordered by the Importer and that such guods have 
been returned to the Exporter, if duly exported within three months of their first import:tion, 
shall receive a drawback of the full duties paid on importation. 

47. The duty paid on provisions and stores supplied by local merchants or contractors to His Majesty’s 
Navy or Military Authorities in this Island for the use of His Majesty’s Navy or Army, or to Naval 
Officers, or Naval Messces or to other branches of the Public Service and to Public Institutions. shall 
be refunded under such conditions and regulations as may from time to time be prescribed by the 
Governor in Privy Council. 

Provided that such drawback or refund shall be limited to such articles as would have been entitled 
to be admitted free of duty, had they been in the first instance consigned to the purchaser. 

18. There shall be paid a drawback equal to the duty paid on their importation on shipbuilding materials, 
or accessor'es of any kind for shipbuilding which shall have been imported into this Island and 
used in the construction or repairs of foreign-going vessels of any kind, on presentation to the Chief 
Officer of Customs at the port of importation of a certificate to the effect that such materials and 
accessories have been used as aforesaid under the hand of the builder or repairer of such vessel or 
boat, who used the same together with a declaration from such builder or repaircr that he believes 
such ship-building materials and accessories to have been imported into the Island. 

Paints and oils used in painting any foreign-going ship while temporarily in port shall be included 
in the term accessory. 

19. Drawback of duties shall not be payable on goods which have become unmerchantable subsequent 
to importation or which have been in actual and bona fide use. 

.20. Where imported materials on which duty has been paid are used in the manufacture or putting up 
of articles manufactured or produced in this Island there shall be allowed on the exportation of such 
articles a drawback equal in amount to the duty paid on such materials so used: Provided, that when 
the articles exported are made in part from domestic materials, the imported materials or the parts 
of the articles made from such materials shall so appear in the completed articles, that the quantity 
or measure thereof may be ascertained. 

Provided also that where the actual quantity or measure cannot be ascertained by ordinary 

method it shall be lawful for the Governor in Privy Council by regulation made under Section 16 

_ Of this Law to approve an approximate scale of drawback 

-21 On the exportation of bread or biscuit manufactured in this Island of imported flour, there shall be 

paid a drawback equal to the duty mentioned in the column headed *‘ Preferential Tariff” of the First 
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Schedule, on the flour used in making the same, but not. to exceed the duty payable on a like 
quantity of bread or biscuit imported. 

22. The several drawbacks under this Law shall be subject to the regulations and provisions of the 
several Acts cr Laws for the time being in force with reference to such drawbacks. 

23. In construing the language employed in Schedule 2 of this Law to describe articles intended to be free 
of duty the articles named as free must be considered in their primary character in relation to the 
use under which exemption is given. When the character of such articles has been added to, 
modified or changed by embellishment or combination with some other article whose primary char- 
acter is other than that described against the article on the free list the consideration as to whether 
the composite article is liable to duty shall be the relative value of the component parts considered 
under the two schedules of the tariff, viz:—the schedule imposing duty and the schedule granting 
excmption. If the value of the dutiable portion exceeds the value of the portion coiming under 
a description on the free list then duty shall be charged on the composite article; but if the value 
of the portion formed by any items appearing on the free list excceds the value of the portion not 
excmpted then the article considered in its complete character shall be exempt from duty,

What is the quality of the water? 1 Good as a rule, but subject to occasional 
contamination, chiefly during the rainy 
seasons. In some cases, as at Buff Bay, 
Montego Bay, and Port Antonio, it 1s boiled 
before being drunk, in other cases it 1s filtered 
as required through Pasteur-Chamberland 
or Berkefeld Filters. 


(II.) Detail the arrangements as to baths and 1 Kingston Public Hospital. There are five 
lavatories ? enamelled iron baths on the male side and 
five on the female side, also one to the chil- 
dren’s ward, all supplied with water by pipe. 
The baths discharge into a main drain through 
trapped pipes connected with each bath. 
The two Rietti wards cach have three fixed 
fire clay lavatory basins supplied with water 
by means of pipes and taps. They discharge 
Into sewerage system by trapped drains, 
Edward Ward has 4 and the male Lock Ward 
has two such basins and two shower baths. 
2 Jubilee Maternity Hospital. In the main 
building there are two enamelled baths. 2 
wash-hand basins and sinks. These are all 
connected by trap drains with the Kingston 
Sewage System. 

In the outbuildings there are two terraced 
baths, two wash-hand basins, connected by 
trap drains with Kingston Sewage System. 

In the isolation block there is one wash 
hand basin connected with Kingston Sewage 
System by a trapped drain. 

3 Morant Bay. Two enamelled iron baths— 
one for males, one for females. There 1s also 
a lavatory for males and another for females. 

4 Hordley. There is a bath-room attached to 
one male and one female ward and one for 
the staff, the two former having enamelled. 
baths. One female ward has a fixed basin 
with water laid on. 

5 Port Antonio. There are two Bathrooms 
one for each class of patients; they are each 
furnished with shower baths and have con- 
crete flooring; 8 fixed fire clay wash basins 
have been installed on the male side and 6 
on the female side with water laid on. 





6 Buff Bay. An enamelled iron bath is fixed 
in 5 of the ward bath-rooms, water supplied 
by taps, fire clay basins have been put into 
the new bathrooms. One ward has no water 
laid on. 

Dispenser 1s supplied with an enamelled 
bath also. 

7 Annotto Bay. There is a bath-room with an 
enamelled bath and movable wash basins. 
Convaleecents when able may go to the sea 
near by.

7 Annotto Bay. The bucket system is in use 
for the staff and patients.

Meteorological Results. 


KINGSTON. 


The rainfall for the year at the Station located at the Public Works Building, Port Royal Street, . 
was Only 19.73 ins., as against the 50-year average of 33.59 ins., with 67 rainy days, shewing a deficiency 
of 13.86 ins. Six times more rain fell during the second half of the year as compared with that of the | 
first half. August registered the greatest monthly fall of 6.59ins. Both the May and October “‘ Seasons’” 
were deficient. 

The anemometer records shew a mean daily total mileage of wind of 173 as compared with the- 
15-year average of 182 miles. 

Lightning and thunderstorm were frequent from June to December. 

The absolute maximum temperature was 95.1 degs. in August, and the absolute minimum 64.0 - 
degs. in January, giving an extreme range of 31.1 degs. 


NEGRIL Point Licur Hovse. 


The rainfall for the year at this station (extreme west of the Island) was 60.36 ins., or 5.87 ins.. 
above the normal, with 160 rainy days. In the months of March, May, July, September and December, 
the precipitation was, however, below their averages, the remainder of the months were above. 

‘‘ Northers’”’ were experienced in January, February and December. Lightning and thunderstorm. 
observed from April to November. 

The absolute maximum temperature was 93.1 degs. on 7th August, and the absolute minimum 63.0 : 
degs. on 15th January. The extreme monthly range of temperature was 26.1 degs. in January. 


Morant Point Licut House, 


The rainfall for the year was 39.56 ins. The normal being 70.19 ins., shewing a deficiency of about. 
30 inches. The precipitation was below the average in ten months of the year; only February and 
August shewed falls above the normal. Thunderstorms were observed, particularly, in the months of* 
July to October, also in December. 

The absolute maximum temperature was 89.5 degs. in July, and the absolute minimum 61.0 degs... 
in February. Extreme monthly range was 22.6 degs. in February.

SECTION 33. POSTAL AND TELEGRAPH STATISTICS. 
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PosTAL REVENUE. 

Letters, Newspapers, Prices Current and Book-packets which are wholly unpazd will be liable to a 
surcharge equal to double the prepaid rate; and if they be insufficiently prepaid, to a surcharge equal 
to double the deficiency. 

Private Pest Cards prepaid by means of half-penny postage stamps may be sent by the Inland Post 
on the following conditions :— 

They must be of ordinary card-board not thicker than the material used for the Official Inland 
Post Card. The maximum size must correspond as nearly as possible with the size of the Inland Official 
Card, and minimum size must not be less than 4 by 22 inches. 

The rules and regulations relating to the Official inlund Post Card, and to the Official Foreign and 
Private Post Cards, app y equally to Inland Private Post Cards. 

A Private Post Card which does not conform to the above conditions will be treated as a letter 
and charged accordingly. 

The Postage on a parcel must he fully prepaid or it cannot. be forwarded. 

A Book Packet may not excced 3 pounds in weight; nor 2 feet in length or 1 foot in width or depth 
except it be intended for transmission by Inland Parcels Post. 

A Parcel may not exceed 16 ounces in weight, 2 feet in length nor 1 foot in width or depth, except 
it be intended for transmission by Inland Parcels Post. 

Magazines printed and published in Jamaica, provided they are issued in eonnecuae numbers at 
intervals of not more than 31 days, are admitted to the inland mail at 4d. per copy, irre :pective of weight. 

Newspapers, Priccs Current, Book- packets and Parcels must Le posted without a cover or in a 
cover open at the ends or sides so cs to admit of the contents being east!'y wi:hdrawn for examination; the 
mere clipping of the corners or of the sides of an envelope or other cover is insufficient. They must 
not contain any letter or communication of the nature of a letter, nor anything that may injure the 
Officers of the Post Office or the contents of the Mail Bags. 

If any letter or communication of the nature of a letter to be found in a Newspaper, Price: Current, 
Book-packet or Parcel it will be withdrawn and surcharged at the Wholly Unpaid Letter-rate of Postage. 
If inseparable the whole Packet will be liable to the Letter-rate of Postage. 

The following may, however, be transmitted by Book-post:— 

Old Letters, which have apparently passed through the Post before and have served their original 

urpose. 
Copies of Letters which do not bear a present date and which it is manifest are not serving the 
purpose of original letters. 

Letters which are intended for publication in a Newspaper or otherwise. 

Circulars, :.e., which, according to internal evidence, are being sent in identical terms to several 
persons and the whole or greater part of which is printed, engraved or lithographed. 

Such letters and Circulars must not, however, be closed in any manner and must be so put up as 
to admit of easy examination of their contents. 

Any letter or other Mail Matter may be registered on pre-payment of the Registration Fee and Postage 

Packet containing Money, Jewellery or other Value, must be registered and must be prepaid at the 
Letter-rate of Postage. 

Any Packet found to contain Value, but not registered will be liable to a surcharge equal to double 
the Registration Fee, viz., fourpence. 

N.B.—By Law the Post Office is not lable for the loss of any registered Letter or of its contents, 
but in order to meet the requirements of the Postal Union Treaty, the Postmaster for Jamaica will be 
prepared to make good the contents of a RecisterrepD Lerrer lost while passing through the Post to the 
extent of two pounds, in certain cases. | 

PROVIDED—1. That the sender duly observed all the conditions of registration required. 

2. That the letter was securely enclosed in a reasonably strong envelope. 

3. That application was made to the Postmaster for Jamaica immed ately the loss 
was discovered. (When the complaint is that the contents of a letter have 
been abstracted the envelope must accompany the application, otherwise the 
question cannot be entertained.) 

4. That the Postmaster for Jamaica (whose decision shall be final) is satisfied that 
the loss occurred while the letter was in the custody of the Jamaica Post Office 
and was not caused by any fault on the part of the sender.
